who was In Washington at the Time 
-Stirring 
Incidents 
Marked (he 


Search for the Assassin.' 


Fifty years ngo last Thursday, the 


martyred Lincoln died, as I ho result of 
the fatal shot fired the night bcforo by 
J.-'Wilkos Booth In Ford's Theatre, 
Washington. Tho scenes and events of 
that tragic occurrence are very familiar 
to the writer. 
Ho was In Washington 


at thcllmo; was located next door to 
Ford's Theatre, and knowing, as did 
everybody In Washington, that Lincoln 
was to bo at tho theatre that night ho 
had planned to be there himself. 
But 


sickness prevented, 


Tho Tuesday night before, he took a 


severe cold wlillo standing anklo deep 
in mud In front of the White House, 
waiting for tho President to appear to 
mako what proved to be his lost public 
speech. When tho President finally ap- 
peared, tho writer, with thousands ol 
others, was rewarded for the long wall 
by hearing this last address, But or 
account of tho sickness there incurred, 
tho doctor positively forbade the writer 
to attend tho theatre on the right that 
tho President was sljot.

Rumors ran thick 
nnd fast. -Reports came lo us that 
Suword also had been assassinated, that 
Grant had boon murdered, and that tho 
lives of all the prominent members of 
thu Administration had been endan- 
gered. A general uprising of tho rebel 
sympathizers 
was 
expected. 
The 


anxiety and uncertainty were terrible. 


Durinstho night 50,000 troops were 


thrown into the city, and when wo arose 
In tho morning, a detail of cavalry was 
found at every street crossing through- 
out tho city, and infantry lined every 
street for its entire length. No one 
could leave the city without a permit, 
nnd no" permits were granted to anyone 
except those in authority. 


The next morning, April 16, doctor

The body of the President lay in 


state on the Monday following, and with 
thousands of others we had the privi- 
lege of taking a last look at the man 
whom the nation mourned. 


We left Washington on the 
first 


steamer that was allowed to depart 
from the city, which was before the 
assassin had been discovered. At Point 
Lookout at 
midnight we were 
all 


routed out of our berths and a thorough 
examination was made of every per- 
son, and every corner of the boat was 
searched for the 
murderer - of 
the 


President. It was an exciting time for 
all on board, for the examination was 
not made in the most gentle manner. 
One passenger bore a striking resem. 
blance to Booth, and the poor fellow 
was so frightened that he could hardly 
speak, and his nervous movements made 
the guard still more suspicious of him. 
He was finally able to prove his identity, 
and the steamer was allowed to proceed. 


Before we returned to Washington 


Booth had been discovered and shot by 
Boston Corbett, and many of the con- 
spirators hail been arrested and con- 
fined in the old Capital Prison, where 
we had the chance to look at them. We 
were among the first civilians allowed 
to enter Richmond after its capture, 
and there as well as at City Point and 
the surrounding region we saw more 
plainly than ever the ravages caused 
by the war. 
Between the lines out- 


side the fortification!, which the sol- 
diers had named Forts Hell and Dam- 
nation, we saw the dead bodies of those 
who had ventured outside the lines 
and been shot, perhaps a year before, 
still lying where they fell. 


The scenes and 
incidents of that 


exciting occasion come to mind as we 
write this, as vividly as though 
they 


occured but yesterday.

the Kirst Rhodo Islam! at the outbreak 
of the Civil War, and soon afterward 
joined the famous Fourth llhodo Island, 
which had a splendid record during the 
war, particpating in many engagements 
and being one of the hardest lighting 
regiments in the service. On the bat- 
tlefield of Antitam Mr. Clarke was shot 
to pieces and was left for dead on the 
field butwas Inter found and taken to 
the rear for medical treatment. Al- 
though it was thought that death would 
occur momentarily he survived the ter- 
rible wounds and was finally honorably 
discharghcd from the service, but had 
been practically an invalid for the rest 
of his life.

The General Assemby has at last 


taken the necessary steps to do away 
With the unnecssary voting districts in 
this city. The little booths have been 
& eyesore and a danger on our streets 
for some years, and it was high time 
lhat some action should be takfcn to 
make their use unnecessary. 
There is, 


however, one more step that will have 
to be taken some time, although it is of 
course too late for legislative action 
this year, if the consent of the Legisla- 
ture is necessary. Some day the wards 
will have to be divided into two voting 
precincts of practically equal size, in 
order to facilitate voting and the hand- 
ling of the voting lists. The second 
ward now has an enormous voting list, 
£0 large that all the names will not 
come onto one sheet of the size of the 
other wards, so lhat the registry list 
has to be printed on a separate sheet. 
When the small districts are thrown 
back into the Urge districts at the next 
election it may be necessary to divide 
those lists also on account of the large 
number of names. In the large cities 
such unhandy lists are never used, as 
the wards are divided into voting pre- 
cincts which gives a comparatively 
small number of voters to a precinct 
even though the wards may be large.

The cannon of 
the allies mow down the mass forma- 
tions of the Germans as though men 
were moving blades of grass.

the field has been swept clear on comes 
another moving mass of humanity as 
fodder for the big guns." In one recent 
battle 700 artillery guns played upon 
the massed formations of the Gorman. 
The slaughter was frightful but no cor- 
respondents are allowed at the front 
and no details of guns or losses at any 
given point are permitted by cither 
side.

returned from the front Shrapnel had 
blown olT both his hands and he lay for 
three days on the field before he could 
get assistance. Grangrene set in and 
the surgeons had to take out both arms 
at the shoulder. - It is difficult to find 
a family in Germany that has not suffer- 
ed a loss. 


"France is in much the same way 


but the French give credit to the little 
English band for holding the right flank 
of the Germans and helping to save 
Paris. The English soldiers in the re- 
treat from Jvfons to the Marne were 
almost on point of mutiny. 
They de- 


manded lighting 
orders. And when 


the orders came to push the Prussians 
hack, there was no holding the firitish. 
They inflicted terrible bases upon the 
Germans. The English shoot to kill 
and sight their gurrs from the shoulder.

"The suffering of the English came 


when they dug themselves into the 
ground after three weeks
